Wlicn  in  March  !909  the  siihjeet  of  Cannda's  dhftre  in  navn] 
defonco  wiis  (int  dii.i-n!.iiv('  in  Iho  House  of  Cumnionn,  and  itnring 
all  subsefiuint  liiseussioiis,  both  political  partiea  W(  re  agreed  tlmt 
■8  respects  any  action  Canada  should  tiike,  it  '.vas  neceiisary  to 
i!istiii;;uish  between  an  "emergency"  and  a  "purmanont"  policy; 
that  the  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Canadian  pariiuiuent  should 
differ  accordingf  ui  tl  ere  wa^  an  emergency  or  not.  Tlia  circuni- 
staneo  that  after  debate  in  1909  the  House  unanimously  passed 
a  resolution  approving  of  "any  necessary  expenditure  designed 
to  promote  the  speedy  organUatlon  of  a  Canadian  naval  service," 
and  voted  nothing  for  purposes  of  an  "emergency,"  is  evidence 
■ntScient  that  parliament  at  that  date,  was  not  prepared  to  sanc- 
tion an  "emergency"  policy,  but  was  united  on  the  wisdom  of 
putting  a  r''''''>a"ent  policy  of  a  Canadian  naval  service  into 
eiTei^t.  At  that  time,  however,  a  diffeience  In  the  attitude  of  mind 
of  the  leaden  of  the  Conservative  and  Liberal  partiea  in  Canada 
towardi  existing  conditions  in  Europe  asserted  itself.  There  was 
no  di£Fercn''e  in  their  point  of  view  as  to  what  Canada's  duty 
would  be  should  an  "emergency"  exist,  but  on  tho  (piestion  of 
laet  as  to  whether  or  not  there.^was  an  "emergency",  there  was 
according  to  what  was  expressed,  n  real  difference. 

MR,  BOROEN't  ATTITUDE  IN  1909  AND  1910, 

The  Hon.  Oeorge  E.  Foster  who  proposed  the  first  draft  of  the 
resolution  respecting  naval  defence,  saiil  in  introducing  the  same 
on  the  29th  of  March  of  1909,  (nearly  four  years  ago)  "to-day, 
peril  stands  at  the  giiteway.  It  is  not  tor  nie  to  say  how  great  it 
is,  but  I  caunot  brush  it  aside.  To-day  it  impresses  itself  upon 
tho  greatest  Statesmen  of  the  old  country  ;  today  it  appeals  to 
Australia  until  public  .subscriptions  are  taVen,  and  the  govern- 
ment is  being  importuned  to  do  even  more  than  its  settled  policy  to 
meet  the  emergency;  today  little  New  Zealand  gives  one  Dread- 
nought and  offers  a  second  ud  today,  Canada  faces  that  position 
of  peril,  that  imperial  emergency.  Let  me  say  to  my  Right  Ilon- 
oufaWe  friend  (Sir  Wilfrid  Lanrier)  that  if  after  careful  consid- 
eration he  proposes  to  this  parliament  a  means  for  meeting  that 
emergency  adeijuately,  by  the  gift  of  Dreadnoughts,  or  the  gift 
of  money,  this  side  of  the  House  will  stand  beside  bim  in  'thus 
vindicating  Canada's  honour  and  strengtlieniug  the  Empire's 
defence."

A  CONTRAST  IN  LSADCHSHIP  IN  Itll, 

These  itatements  are  sufficiently  clear  as  to  the  attitude  af 
the  leaders  of  the  two  parties  on  the  question  of  an  emergency 
three  and  four  years  ago.  An  interval  of  time  of  this  length 
having  elapsed  without  any  of  the  alarmist  prophecies  being  jus- 
tified, or  anything  being  done  by  the  Conservative  party  since  ita 
accession  to  power  to  relieve  the  alleged  "emergency,'  Mr.  Bor- 
den, for  these  as  well  as  other  reasons,  has  found  it  necessary  to 
abandon  the  word  "emergency",  though  in  some  of  his  speeches 
he  has  tried  to  convey  the  impreision  that  an  "emergency"  itUI 
exists  to  an  extent,  which  will  juatify  a  departure  from  the  policy

THB  ELECTORATE  OF  IRITAIN  ARK  NOT  CONCERNED. 

There  have  been  two  general  elections  in  the  United  King- 
dcm  since  it  was  stat.d  in  the  Canadian  parliament  that  there 
was  an  emergency.    One  in  January  1910,  and  one  in  December 

1910.  In  these  elections  the  questions  discnsscd  were  the  P.udgct 
Social  Relorni,  Tariff  Reforiii,  Keform  of  the  House  of  Lords, 
and  Homo  Itule.  The  queition  of  an  emergency  wa«  scarcely 
mentioned  in  pnblie  diacnsaion.  Is  it  conceivable  that  a  Govern- 
ment and  n  nation  cmild  believe  itself  in  danger,  and  the  subject 
not  be  upjiermost  in  the  minds  of  the  people  at  a  time  fhcy  were 
bi.    g  appealed  to  for  .support  by  rival  pulitical  parties  ! 

Ther,-?  have  been  several  byclections  in  Great  Britain  and 
Irelan,!  since  1!)09.  In  not  a  single  by-election  bat  the  Oerman 
menace,  or  the  existence  of  an  emergency  been  the  subject  of 
popular  discussion.  Is  it  conceivable  that  this  could  happen  if 
the  people  of  Groat  Britain  and  Irel«]id  really  believed  that  there 
«-as  not  adequate  protection  for  tho  British  Isles  and  tho  Empire! 
If  inv.ision  were  really  foarnd,  if  an  emergency  existed,  would  it 
not  lie  the  o'le  topic  of  discussion  on  the  oeca.si'on  of  every  appeal 
to  the  people  I 

The  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  is  at  present  in  ses- 
sion in  Oreut  Britiiin  find  not  only  has  no  statement  been  made 
by  any  respoiisible  rnini.stcrs  justifying  a  belief  in  an  emergency 
but  it  has  been  tnecifically  denied  that  an  emergency  exists.    Hi*

Mr.  Berden'a  proposal  is  that  Canada  should  incre-^as  her 
naticnal  debt  by  borrowing  from  Eii(laiid  $35,000,000  to  preaent 
a  gift  to  Britain  to  relieve  her  of  an  emergency  at  a  time  when 
Britain  ix  actnaUy  reducing  her  public  debt  on  an  averaire  of  over 
$66,500,000  per  year. 

THE  RELATIVt  8TREN0TH  OF  BRITISH  AND  GERMAN  FLEETS 
IS  EVIDENCE  OF  NO  EMERQENCY. 

Since  tJie  supposed  emergency  is  in  reference  to  Germany 
what  is  the  relative  strenKth  of  the  German  anrl  British  fleets  t 
Here  is  the  statement  of  the  Bt.  Honourable  Winston  OhurchllL 
First  Lord  of  tht  Admiralty,  given  in  the  Eotise  of  Oommoni  at 
Westminster  on  Monday,  July  22nd,  1912,  in  the  ccrarse  of  an 
explsaatien  of  the  scope  and  character  o£  the  New  German  Navy 
Law  aad  its  effect. 

'•ITius  we  shall  have  available  during  1914,  and  onward  5 
battle  squadrons  comprising  41  battleships  of  which  4  squadrons 
will  be  in  full  commission,  and  one  on  the  basis  1  have  described, 
and  all  of  which  will  be  manned  by  trained  active  ser  vice  ratings 
withent  calling  upon  the  Reserves,  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  ar- 
range matters  so  that  4  out  of  thfse  5  will  always  be  available 
at  short  notice.  Very  often  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events  atid 
at  any  time  when  there  is  anxiety,  the  whole  5  will  be  svailsfcle. 
It  IS  necessary,  however,  to  notice  that  besides  her  25  battleships 
m  fnll  commission,  tlie  Germans  have  4  parent  ships  of  their 
reserve  division  which  are  fully  manned  with  active  service  rat- 
ings, a^d  on  an  emM-fsnoy  these  might  conceivably  be  empolyed. 
Thus  we  shall  have  at  th,^  !-nd  of  1914,  a  minimuin  of  33  a.-)d  a 
maximum  of  41  battleships  fully  manned  and  in  full  commission 

against  which  the  comparable  German  figure  is  29 it  is  after

On  Naval  dufenoe  the  statemBr.ts  by  the  First  Lord  of  the 
Admiralty  are  of  first  imporfance.  lie  is  the  responsible  Jlinister 
of  the_  Cron-n  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  the  country  informed  of 
the  ellleicney  of  its  niivy  and  the  uation's  strength  in  comparison 
with  r.ossiWc  rival  j)ov,-rrs,  and  in  particuNir  the  need,  if  any,  of 
increased  armaments  and  eqin'pment.  For  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering any  cxistini;  emTgciioy,  Jlr.  Ch\irchiirs  speeches  deliv- 
ered during  191;;  are  sufiieient  I:i  not  one  of  them  is  the  idea 
of  an  emcrccncy  put  forth.  On  the  other  hand  they  contain 
repeated  Sssurances  of  England's  secBrity  and  repeated  protests 
against  sensational  and  \'iolent  departures  from  existinf  methods. 

Speaking  at  Glasgow  as  tlie  cruest  of  the  Clyde  Navigation 
trustees,  on  Friday,  February  9th,  1912,  Mr.  OhurchiU  said. 

"I  can  (rive  yon  a  very  good  account  of  the  British  navy. 
In  ships  it  is  possible  to  match  every  other  type  of  ship  in  the 

world  and  show  clear  superiority  ship  for  ship The  nmiora 

which  Iiave  filled  some  of  tlie  papers  dnring  the  Ia.st  few  months 
that  tlie  navy  was  last  year  unprepared,  are  absolutely  baseless.

OFFICIAL  DECLARATIONS  tV  RZtPONattLg  ■RITItH   MINISTER* 
SINCE  MR.  SORDEN'B  VISIT  TO  ENOLAND. 

Since  Mr.  Borden  left  England  and  returned  to  Canada, 
responsible  British  Ministers  have  on  many  ocoaaiona  made 
reference  to  existing  conditions,  and  one  and  all  have  been  most 
emphatic  in  what  they  have  said  as  to  the  friendliness  between 
Great  Britain  and  Germany,  the  absence  of  any  ernorgeacy  and 
the  anfflciency  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  to  meet  existing 
needs. 

A  Canadian  Associated  Press  cable,  dated  London,  Oet.  25th, 
had  the  following  despatch  which  appeared  in  most  of  tiie 
Canadian  papers  :— 

"The  Rt.  Hon.  Walter  Kunciman,  President  •{  the  Board  of 

Agricnltnre,  a  member  of  the  Asquith  Cabiiir:t,  speaking  at  a 
meeting  tonight  said  he  deplored  Lord  Roberts'  Manchester 
speech.  lie  did  not  believe  that  an  Anglo-Qennau  war  was 
inevitable,  and  a  statement  like  that  of  'Bobs'  was  not  only 
deplorable,  but  pernicious  and  dangerous.  The  rivalry  between 
Oermany  and  Qreat  Britain  was  mere  commercial  than  military, 
and  the  only  persons  who  wished  to  turn  it  into  military  were  s 
small  group  of  Journalists,  a  few  soldiers  and  makers  of  arma- 
ments, and  a  small  section  of  the  people  who  believed  the  dignity 
of  the  nation  was  raised  by  irritating  its  neighbors." 

"It's  about  time,"  he  added,  "that  the  indnstrial  and  com- 
mercial classes  cxpres.<iea  their  opinions  in  a  thoroughly  organized 
manner  upon  this  important  subject." 

On  November  9th,  two  important  speeches  were  delivered  at 
the  Mansion  House  in  London,  one  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  Herbert 
Asquith,  the  Prime  Minister  of  England,  and  the  other  by  the
